While additional facilities have 


being made in the production 
schedule, additional inquiries con- 
tinue to come to Dr. A. A. Aita, | 
hospital superjntendent, for 
share in use of the drug. The 
forty-fourth inquiry was received 
last night by Dr. Aita since pen- | 
icillin production was started 
here. 

“While realizing the grea need 
for the drug, we can give it only 
to acutely ill patients and to 
those whom we think it will do 
the most good,” explained Dr. 
Aita. “Until production is con- 
siderably increased we must be 
very careful in restricting its use 
to be sure it is used only when 
nothing else will revive life.” 

PATIENT RECOVERS 

The first and only patient so 
far to receive the drug at the hos- 
pital was removed to his home 
yesterday. James Austin White, 
18-months-old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Kenneth White, 605 Harvard 
place, Ontario, is the young man 
whose life was saved through ad- 
ministration of the drug. He re- 
ceived 170,000 units of penicillin. 

As to the cost, Dr. Aita said 
that no set figure had been plac- | 
ed. : 

“Penicillin will be given on the | 
basis of need, not on the basis of 
who can afford it, and persons 
benefiting may pay whakever

SYSTEM IS NORMAL

Farmers and _ wrsnchers. of 
declaration of estimated 1944 in-

to an announcement made today 
by Ccllector of Internal Revenue, 
Harry C. Westover. 

“Any person who derives 80 
percent of his total income from 
an agricultural ‘operation is con- 
sidered a farmer’, Westover 
pointed out. “He does nct have 
to file a declaration until Decem- 
ber 15 unless he so desires’, ‘This 
extension of time does not apply 
to agricultural employees or la- 
borers but only to the operator. 

“Farmers who wait until Dec. 
15 to file declaration must pay 
the entire amount of 1944 tax due 
at that time. Those farmers who 
elect to file in April will be pri- 
vileged to pay their income tax 
in quarterly installments. They 
are also allowed to amend or re+ 
vise their April cectaration in any 
or all of the subsequent quarter- 
ly tperiods of the year.”

General fund revenues deposited 
in the State Treasury during the 
first eight months of the present 
fiscal year, ended Feb. 29, totaled 
$171,604,242—an increase of $5,- 
323,589 or 3.2 per cent over collee- 
tions for the same period last year. 

The major increases’ in revenue 
occurred in the following: Bank 
and corporation franchise and 
corporation income taxes, $9,688,- 
867; personal income taxes, $5,- 
534,295; and inheritance taxes, 
$3,128,195. These and other smail- 
er increases were partially offset 
by decreases in other revenues, re- 
sulting in a net total increase of 
$5,323,589. 

Major decrease in revenue oC- 
curred in retail sales and use 
taxes, which decreased $16,327,- 
394 under collections for corres- 
ponding period last year. This 
decrease, said Riley, was due in 
part to legislative cut in tax rate 
from 8 per cent to 214 per cent, ef- 
fective July 1, 1943, and in part to 
the earmarking by 1943 legislation 
of 20 per cent of this revenue for 
a reserve for post-war construction 
projects. This earmarking has 
added $20,291,672 to the Post-War 
Employment Reserve Fund we] 
July 1, 1943.

The project, undertaken by) 
Southern Counties Gas Co., South- 
ern California Gas Co., and Pacific 
Lighting Corporation is expected 
to cost about $4,000,000. 

Pacific Lighting Co. owns the La 
Goleta dry gas field, where an un- 
derground gas storage operation of 
considerable magnitude has been 
in progress for the past three 
years. The new pipelines, accord- 
ing to preliminary plans submitted 
to WPB, will provide a net in- 
crease of 164,000,000 cubic feet of | 
gas for peak day use by essential 
custoniers. 

The iplan calls for construction of 
a 16-inch line by Southern Coun- 
ties Gas Co., connecting La Goieia 
field with the Company’s Ventura 
compressor plant, a distance of 
slightly over 36 miles. Southern 
California Gas Co., will lay 
miles of 18-inch pipe and 12 miles 
of 22-inch pipe, between Ventura 
and Los Angeles. 

The project, it is explained by 
H. R. Mead, district manager of 
the Southern Counties Gas Co., 
will enable gas companies in 
Southern California to store large 
volumes of surplus gas in the nat- 
ural underground reservoir at La 
Goleta during summer months 
when surplus gas is available, and 
utilize this gas to meet’ peak loads 
in the wintertime. 

In setting forth the necessity for 
the proposed construction Mr. 
Mead stated: 

“The project is designed to use 
a minimum of critical materials 
and equipment, and: gas company 
engineers assert that “the peak 
load capacity provided by this 
project cannot be obtained by a 
less expenditure of either labor or 
materials by any other means at 
our disposal. In fact, this project 
offers the best way of providing 
the needed capacity by next win- 
ter.”
